If the measure passes, the district 

U ‘may never again be classified as 


“impoverished” and in need of state 
aid, Superintendent Mel Homfeld 
told the trustees Monday night in 
asking for the bond issue. 

The — superintendent explained 
that estimates, based on growth 
curing the last three vears, indicate 
tie district will have an assessed 
valuation of about $26,648,620 for 
the 1953-54 school year. With such 
a valuation in prospect, the district 
will legally be able to bond _ itself 
for the amount which will be called 
for in the election. 

Trustees agreed, however, that 
they will only sell the bonds as 
yreded; not in a “lump.” 

WHAT IT’S FOR 


If passed the bond issue will be] 


used to finance the following pro- 
jects: 

1. Encinal school: Five classrooms, 
a crafts room and a music room, 
plus heating, storage and music 
practice rooms. Estimated cost: 
$140,000 above state funds available. 
«2: Oak Knoll school: A new wing, 
with seven or nine classrooms. Esti- 
mated cost: $200,000. 


3. Hillview school: To be complet- | 


ed with six classrooms and a music 
room. Estimated cost: $100,000. 

4. Acquisition of a school site in 
the Stanford Village area. Estimated 
cost: $44,000. 
~. Complete new school in Stan- 
ford Village on above site: Estimat- 
ed cost: $400,000. Such a_ school 
would have a_ kindergarten and 
eight, nine or 10 classrooms. 

PAST ISSUES SOLD 

Homfeld added some figures deal- 
ing with the district’s present fin- 
ancing: 

The district now has three bond 
issues sold, one for $315,000, a second 
for $88,000 and a third for $97,000. 
In addition, it is making payments 
on $780,009 of state emergency 
school aid funds which were accept- 
ed by district voters in January of 
last year. 

If the district's valuation is as an- 
ticipated, the district will be able 
to bond 
090 without exceeding the legal lim- 
it. 

Foost of retiring all the bond is-

Pink Slip,” may I say that it is load-

I 
had the assurance of the planners 
and City Council in 1946 that this 
arrangement was really a part of 
the city plan, and I believed in their 
honesty and integrity. That is my 
reason. Another is that it is not ne- 
cessary. 


Now I am willing to sell at this 
time to business property owners 
for parking or for any other use, if 
they are willing to pay full value as 
I had contemplated, not just a fair 
arbitrated price. 

They also ask “what would you 
suggest as an alternate” which is 
reasonable. The answer is simple— 
just make another, better plan. One 
partial plan which seems preferable 
to me is as follows: 

Beginning with the S. P. ‘Depot, 
move it near to Glenwood with its 
parking area. That would take the 
commuters out of the parking plaza 
and release a large area for shop- 
pers. It would also take many cars 


-off of Santa Cruz, going to the sta- 


tion. It is “horse and buggy days” 
to have a railroad station in the 
middle of town, anyway. 

To facilitate this I would make 
Oak Grove a wide street and Uni- 
versity a very wide street. 

Where the station now sits 
would put a branch library 
rounded by a little city park with 
benshes, rest rooms, landscaped and 
beautiful, facing Santa Cruz. Per- 
haps Merrill street would not be 
needed as such. 

On Fl Camino Real, again away 
from Santa Cruz. I would build a 
beautiful Greyhound and local bus 
terminal. 

Between Cak Grove and Valpar- 
aiso, I'would buy a strip back of the 
stores on Ei Camino Real, sufficient 
for loading and parking. If some of 
this has valuable buildings on it, 
leave them alone if possible. 

Otherwise I would leave the North 
side of Santa Cruz as it is now, ex- 
cept to widen Oak Grove and Crane 
streets. 

Cn the south side of Santa Cruz 
IT would purchase such properties 
for parking as could be negotiated 
without injury or disappointment 
to anyone.

Nan and Tony Babb Add More 
Notes to Their Europe ‘Diary’

(Editor’s note—Nan and Tony Babb, the European travelers from Men- 
lo-Atherton high school, arrived in New York last Thursday as guests of 
their steamship company (Nan says she was signed on the ship as “flag} 
mender”). On Monday they landed at San Francisco airport. The follow- i 
ing letters are the last the two ‘teenagers wrote from Europe to thei:

KOPENHAGEN, July 11, from Tony—I sure hope you can come to} 
Europe sometime, as it is a wonderful place. Everything here is so clean |

and nice, it makes you wonder how they do it. Kopenhagen is a very, 
progressive town. It compares with Brussels for bright lights and neon, 
signs. | 

We didn’t get to see the July 14 activity in Paris. We left about six 
days before that.

HAMBURG, July 20, from Nan—Just arrived here from Kopenhagen. | 
It was a twelve-hour trip... . | 

I think if someone had told me a week ago that Denmark was the} 
most beautiful country in the world, I wouldn’t have believed them. But} 
today I would agree with them wholeheartedly. 

Kopenhagen is like all the other large cities that I’ve seen, except I 
doubt if there’s a speck of dirt anywhere. There isn’t even a slum area. 
The architecture of the various buildings varies from Roman and Greek | 
to English and modern. Nowhere have I seen such beautiful apartment 
buildings as there were in Kopenhagen. 

The city is located on the island of Zealand. In order to get there, we | 
crossed on a ferry. The tarms were the nicest I had ever seen. I saw the 
largest brewery in the world, which is located just on the outskirts of 
Kopenhagen. The annual output is over 600 million bottles of beer. 
However, it is not all consumed within the country. Some is export. 

The original, the largest and the best amusement park in the world} 
is right in the middle of the city. I never had so much fun in all my} 
life as I had the night Tony and I spent going on all the rides. There are 
several band stands and music concert halls mixed in with the beer 
gardens and concessions at the park, and besides that there are several 
very good (and expensive) restaurants. 

Hamburg and Bremen have been pretty badly ruined by the war. 
Bremen is the largest of Germany’s three ports. | 

It made me sick to see the piles of brick and shells of former buildings. 
I could have so easily been walking down the streets of San Francisco and} 
it wouldn’t have been more shocking. The Germans are very poor and| 
not very happy—few have clothing which isn’t old and mended. It’s hard) 
to believe, to see them, that they were the “master race” and were destined | 


to rule the world. I am afraid their punishment for such thoughts is a| 
little severe. |

Garden Edges 
—At Least— 
i Can Be Neat | 


By TERRY LEE 

With everything in full bloom or! 
fading and too much growth on ros- 
es and petunias, about the only 
thing that can look neat in the gar- 
den is its edges. 

Happily, a garden looks just as 
neat as its edges. No matter how 
meticulous the rest of the grooming 
may be unclipped grass and ragged 
lines along the border destroy the 
general beauty of a garden. 

A great aid to tidiness is a per- 
manent edge of brick, stone, met- 
al or wood. Permanent edging 
keeps the shape of garden beds in- 
tact. 

This is particularly important if} 
the borders adjoin grass paths or 
lawns. Without a firm edge, sprawl- 
ing plants kill out patches of grass, 
or the turf creeps in among the an- 
nuals and perennials. 

By fall, one finds the flowing 
curves or straight edges—staked out 
so carefully—have turned into a ser- 
ies of scallops, which demand re- 
staking, reseeding and replanting. 
FLUSH EDGE 
* When turf adjoins a flower bed, 
the edge should be set flush with the 
sod and slightly above the earth in 
the bed. This enables the lawnmow- 
er to run along the edge and elimin- 
ate hand clipping. It also keeps the 
garden soil from washing out of the 
border.

able extinguishers for puttin: 
all types of small fires; oxy 
“general service” gas masks f 
by firemen entering smoke-fille, 
compartments. 

The wuck also carries fire axes, 
but of a new variety. They’re singe 
ler to, but not exactly the same 
shape aS the traditional firemen’s 
axe. 

But with all this equipment, the 
truck doesn’t look the least hit 
“cluttered up.” All the emergency 
devices are carried inside. 

The truck was designed by Fire 
District Deputy Chief George Ca 
and Captain Lauren Grider. and 
built to Menlo Park Fire D t 
specifications by the Van Pelt cfh- 
pany of Oakdale. 

, ‘INVESTMENT’ 

The truck cost about $13,000; the 
equipment aboard it will cost about 
$5000 more. Chief Cuff observes that 
the tctal might well be saved, in “re- 
turn on investment,” by the equip- 
ment’s being available for use ag- 
ainst one major emergency. *s 

There are many other emergen- 
cy cases which the firemen have, 
in the past, had to deal with be- 
sides firefighting, incipient drown- 
ings and other “first aid’ emerg- 
ency cases: 

Less than two years ago. during a 
wind storm, a tree fell through the 
roof of a North Fair Oaks home. 

The wind was followed by rain. 

The firemen were called, and cov- 
ered the hole with tarpaulins to keep 
the water from damaging the inter- 
ior of the house. 

The new squad truck also carries 
tarpaulins. 

AID IN RECOVERY 

Last winter, when San Francis- 
quito creek claimed the life of a 
small boy, the firemen were calle® 
in in efforts to recover the body. 

They did so, but their work was 
slowed down because of difficulty in 
“pridging” the creek. 

With the new truck, such “drac- 
ging” can be speeded up: the new 
truck carries a “line-throwing” ¢un 
with a 200-yard range, 

Along with all other district mo- » 
bile equipment, the truck is equip- 
ped with “three-way” intercom- 
munication, for calling other 
trucks, stations, or for receiving 
orders. 

Though all the equipment might 
well remain idle during most emerg- 
;encies, most of it will prove useful, 
sooner or later, the firemen fee!. 

And its their job to anticipate and 
to provide, in emergencies, as much, 
protection as they can.
